PIECE GOODS. 


The State of Manchester 
Trade. ¢ 


Manchester, June 1. 

Trade In cotton goods with India 
has beon at a low ebb this month, 
Ja normally Lanca- 
shiro’s princlpal market, the total 
sules In Manchester have been ox- 
cepttonally smuil, although they im- 
proved a tittle about mid-May. 

From a trading point of view the 
dlaturbance caused by Indian rloters 
was very sorfous, aa determined 
efforts were’ mado:to put an ond to 
tho, selling of imported, and ca- 
‘pecially = Engllah, cloth.  Dealors 
were naturally anxious to be allow- 
ed to clenr out thelr stocks, but 
there. was a good deal of interfer- 
ence with them. The Congress 
poople appented to those concerned 
to avold profiteering in Indian- 
woven cloth, but prices ‘were, ad- 
‘vanced nevertheless, ns indeed they 
were bound to be sooner or Jater, 


‘as it was with that object that the 


tariff had been -ralsed. A few 
orders wore -plnced in Manchester 
for uhooties, jacconets, mulls and 
nainsooks, but they were not large 
ones, dnd’ still less) way done In 
prints. and fancies, Such- business 
as Wid placed was principally for 
Caleuttn, Madras, and Cawnpore, 
which wero leas interested than 
Bombay Int the Gandhi campaign, 
Trade with Chinn has continued 


ramall, and there ara no signs yet of 


such a rise in the value of silver as 
would give an Impotus to it, Egypt 
has only’ been dn the market for 
‘small lots, princtpally bleachers and 
narrow ghirtings for native dyeing. 
Syria hos enquired for bleaching 
and printing styles, but ‘bids from 
there were, very. low. West Africa 
ha’ sometimes beén a hopeful outlet, 
but the business done has not been 
large. South American, Continen- 
tal, and home trade buyers also have 
onl operated sparingly. It is noted 
specially that the home demand for 
dress goods carly in the month was 
disappointing, South African busi. 
neas, however, hag been moderately 
good, 7 : . 

At home, tho dvent of the month 
has been the National Cotton Weck, 
from the 6th to the 10th of May 
Inclusive. A-great‘effort was made 
to populariso Luncashire fabrics, 
many thousands of drapers being 
induced to Ml windows with attrac- 
tive materials for clothing and for, 
ordinary household purposes. Her 
Majesty the Queen gaye the fashion. 
able set u valued lend by choosing 
cloths and having them made up for 
her own waar, and Inrgo numbers of 
lesser folk put & grent amount of 
energy into the movement, ns a 
means of stimulating the home 
trade, The weather was sometimes 
too cold to minke cotton youds as en- 
ticing as they will bo later on, but 
the manufacturing industry un- 
doubtedly received a fine advertise- 
ment,'and the women of the country 
were enabled to got a better idea 
than they had had previously of the 
variety and beauty of modern Lan- 
ecashire products, The Drnpers’ 
Chambor of Trade helped consider- 
ably in making the movement na- 
tional, and Mr, Streat, Secretary of 
the Manchester Chamber of ‘Com- 
merce, put all his onergy into it as 
Organising Secretary. 2 

The fine spinners have beon work- 
Ing’ out a scheme for combining to 
reguiate preduction and prices, 
their section having found {t 'neces- 
sary to do something to strengthen 
its position. At the beginning of 
this month the three grent.combines, 
which control elght, or nine infliion 
spindles, decided to take prelimin- 
ary action to put a stop, or at all 
evegts to reduce, price cutting, 
which it waa thought could be donc, 
as it Is fnternal rather than forelyn 
competition which has made profit 
margins unyatlafactory. Tho spin- 
ning trade ag a whole learned with 
pleasure _that the Administrative 
Council of the Emplre Cotton-Grow- 
ing Corporation, with the npproval 
of the Board of Trade, haa decided 
to reduce the levy upon cotton pasa- 
ing into conaumption from 3d. to 1d. 
per baie of 500 Ibs, as from tho 18th 
of July next, Tho Jovy was orlgin- 
ally 6d. par bale, but it wan reduced 
to Bd. In 1928, when the expiring 
Act which had mado ‘it compulsory 
wan continued. The proceeds ga to 
the Empire Cotton-Growing © Car- 
poration, and !f it had not beon for 
the trade depression the spinners 
would doubtless hava continued to 
pay a alxpenny levy.

There was a large attondance at 
the"ainual meeting of the Football 
Association held in London in mail 
week, but the. resolution which was 
largely respanaible for the intorest 
alsplayed was withdrawn, 

his was the proposal in the 
names of Huddersfield Town and 
the Arsenal, which, in effect, pro- 
hibited the choice. of players for 
international matches on Saturdays 
taken awny from the F.A. tho right 
and public holidays, and would have 
to cM upon players for represonta- 
tive matches except In mid-week, 

On this subject the Council pra- 
posed that the rule should bo altered 
to read!— 

“Any playor selected to attend 
any International or other mafch 
arranged by this Assoclation, and 
(without good and sulliclent cause) 
refusing “to comply with + the ar- 
rangenients of the Council for play- 
ing tho match, or falling to attond 
such match may be adjudged by the 
Council to have been guilty of mls- 
corduct; and any club or official who 
may be deemed to have instigated 
such player to commit a breach of 
instruction or rule shall be deemed 
guilty of n similar offence."

“Thia was. carried, The propoial 
of Huddersfield, which was with- 
drawn, read; “Insert after the word 
‘Association’ in the first sentence of 
the rule the words ‘on any day

According to the decision of the 
public service commission on July 
1t, 1929, the company should 
establish, operate, and maintain on 
aerial service consisting of six 
neroplanes of the Amphibian typo 
and six others of smallor typo be- 
tween Manila and cities of Ioilo, 
Cebu, Zamboinga, Davao, and 
Baguio, one year from the date of 
approval of the permit, or on July 
11, 1980. It is expressedly stated 
In tho dectaion that failure of the 
company to comply with this pro- 
vision would automatically nullify 
the permit.

PEACEFUL GOVERNMENT. 


Tho peaceful government of tho 
headhunters of Now. Guinca has 
beon largely achloved by tactful 
measures and a knowledge uf native 
customs and bolicfa, and somo of its 
methods wero explninod by Mr. 
E. W. Pearson Chinnory, who sor 
fine yeara has been the Australlan 
Govornment's anthropologist for the 
mandated torritorles. He has juat 
arrived fu England to spend a year's 
leave on tho study of census sys- 
toma, in ylow of tho falling popula- 
tion of the Pacific Islands, 

“The taming of head-hunters,” he 
anid, “is an important aspect of our 
work in some districts, Tho purpose 
of headhunting Is to propitiate the 
ghosts, who aro held reaponsible for 
all the shortcomings of weather or 
food svpply, Much, therefore, can 
be dona by gaining the confidonco of 
the natives and by improving the 
conditions of matorial prosparity.” 

Complaints of over-affective 
magic are another ground for offi- 
celal Interference. The most com- 
mon form, he stated, is the destruc- 
tlon of an enemy by sympathetic 
magic. Such operations are gener- 
ally performed on an article of food 
or clothing which has boon in por- 
‘sonal contact with the intended vic- 
tim, For instance, the object may 
bo stuffed Into the mouth of a anake 
and slowly ronsted ovor an evor- 
amoking fire, The victim, when 
told of tho ritual, is so impressed 
that he gradually falls into. help-

ceremony, ‘The second of two twing

demon, who has somehow obtained 
access to the mother.

suspended for six months without 
pay, the government lost P.1,000, 
tho amount outhorized by the in- 
sular auditor to be pafd to the err- 
ing physician. The amount corres- 
ponds to Dr. San Gabriel's pay for 
four months, and il. was paid on 
June 25, : 

In recommending Dr. San 
Gabriel for suspension without 
pay, the investigators forgot that 
nection 696 of the Administrative 
Code specificially provides that an 
official can only be suspended with- 
out pay for 2 months. 

When the matter was brought to 
the attention of the Insular audi- 
tor, he immediately righted the 
mistake and authorized tho pay- 
ment of P.1,000 corresponding to 
four months’ salary of the punish- 
ed official. — 

As it waa, the punishment be-

Already in the high  sengon, 
there ure thoye who are thinking 
not of Inces and chiffons, but of 
tweeds for-the’ Scottish season in 
August and September, 

Quite apart from the sterling 
quality of these tweed dress, coat, 
and csakirt lengths, there js a 
romance about thelr making, 

The wood, from the Scottish 
Cheviot sheep, is carded, spun’ on 
the. old spinning wheels, and 
Woven on hnndlooms in the cot- 
tages of the crofters of the 
Hebrides and Outer Isles, “The de- 
liclous, pungent tang of peat amoke 
atill clings to these tweeds after 
they have been dyed and made up. 

Only vegetable dyes are used, 
which the crofters’ wives select

I thought 
1] put him in a great box which I 
painted black, and got a spade and 
buried him in ws back-garden. 
When I came tol saw what had 
happened, It was no dream, but 
had sat too long night after alght 
staring at°my lodging’s mantel- 
shelf, - 
In the middle of it was a IHttle 
box and the figure of a Chinaman, 
both a few inches high. I had star- 
ed at them till they nssumed gigan- 
tie proportions, So it came about. 
The thinking | had painted the box 
black is curious. 1 believe it came 
out of the days of my boyhood™up 
here, when 1 sometimes-sat with 
Enasic, the joiner, while he was 
making coffins. You-can be too 
lonely in London, 

That spade. That was not the 
spade with which in my childhood 
I aplit the upper lip of Mr. James 
Robb. We were digging up a 
gooseberry bush in his mother’s 
garden and I missed the bush but 
yot him.’ We then bolted in op- 
posite directions. When this cere- 
mony ia over Mr. Robb will per- 
haps oblige by showing my mark.

‘Changes in Government 


Announced.

Russell of 
the United Staten marine corps, 
American high commissioner In 
Haiti, hns been ‘grnnted a leave 
of absence. Wo will not return to 
Port an Prince unt! September and 
then he will remain only long 
enough to witness the Inauguration 
of a new President of Haiti In place 
of Provisional ‘Prealdent Eugene 
Roy. . : 

Aftor General Russell loaves Haiti 
for good tho post of American high 
commisaloner will be abolished. 

General’ Russcll will bo succeeded 
by a regular American diplomatic 
envoy, Dana G. Munro, clijef of the 
Latin-Amorican’ affairs, has beon 
named as United Staten Mintater to 
Halt! by Prealdent Hoover, Tho 
appointment had been .confirmed 
by the United States Sennto.

Promotion. 

“Boys aro normally rated o3 or- 
dinary seamen, signalmen or tele- 
graphists at the age of 18,” an 
education officer told 1 reporter wio 
waa recently with the Atlantic 
Fleet. 

“If, however, hey pass the 
educational test for accelerated ad- 
vancement they can be rated at 
174, and thereby obtain higher pay 
at an earlier age, This examination 
consists of two papers, one on prac- 
tical mathematics and the other a 
general paper, containing sections 
on general knowledge, history and 
weography, mechanics and - clec- 
tricity. ; , 

“The next educationa) test must 
be taken before men can obtain 
leading rates, leading seamen for 
example, or be ‘promoted to petty 
officers. This comprises papers on 
arithmetic and English. 

“Finally, there is the higher 
educational test required of all 
candidates for mate and warrant 
rank.- This is 4 really stiff exam- 
fnation. The papers are of. an ad- 
vanced character and are consider- 
ably harder than the corresponding 
papers set at university matricula- 
tion examinations.” . 

Johnson’s Remark. 

Some of the questions are of a 
kind likely to make a lively appeal 
to the imagination of.a sailor. For 
Instance, he would have an oppor- 
tunity to be really candid about his 
profession when asked to reply to 
Dr. Johnson’a famous remark, “No 
man will be a sailor who has con- 
trivance enough to get himself into 
a jail, for being in a ship Js being 
in a jail with the chance of being 
drowned.”

THE POLICE POWERS. 


Motorists Will Have to 
Tell. 


Allegations that tho police are to 
be given fnquisitorial powers by 
whieh they can subject motorists to 
“third  dogreo”  mothods wore 
brought by supportera of amend- 
ments to the Road Trafic BI, 
which was again before a commit- 
tego o2 the House of Commons on 
May 20. , , 

Part of the BI) declares that 
“whore the driver of a vehicle ja 
alleged to ba guilty of an offence 
under thin Act’ the owner shal! 
supply such Information as he may 
be required ‘by the police to give oa 
to the identity of the driver; and 
“any othor person shall, if required, 
give any fiformation which {tis in 


his power to give and which may 


lead to’ the idontificrtion of tho 
driyor.” 

Failure to give the information 
constitutes nn offence, with a fine 
up to £20 the first time and ‘up to 
£60 subsequently. 

Basin of Tite Law. 

Colonel Wilfrid, Ashley, formerly 
Minlster of Transport, urged that 
these provisions should be struck’ 
out on the ground that their applica- 
tion would strike at the whole basie 
of English Inw, and deprive motor: 
juts of tho menns of saféguarding 
themselves which are ullowed to 
persons charged with grave crimes. 

He suggested that It was a Te- 
versal of fhe principle that a man is 


- innocent, until he {s proved gullty. 


“The great principle of English 
law," he added, “Ja that a person is 
not obliged to give evidence against 
himself, but under this Bill a motor. 
Ist will be deprived of this right.” 

Mr. Herbert Morrison, the Minis- 
ter of Transport, contended that the 
power proposed was necessary. 

Identity of Vehicles, 

“There is great difficulty at 
times,” he guid, “in procuring the 
identity of cars or vehicles which 
cnuse serious accidents, and wo 
ought not to add to them by shiald- 
ing the owner, when the identity of 
the ear has been ascertained, who 
refuses to disclose the identity of 
‘the driver.” 

Mr. Turton, Sir Gervais Rentoul, 
and other Conservatives ‘urged tho 
exelsion of the provisions, while 
Major Glyn and Colonel Acland- 
Troyte thought ~ that balance: of 
urgument was for retention. 

Mr, March, a Socialist, said that 
the arguments on the other side 
seemed to be based on the fear that 
owner-drivers would have to admit 
that they were driving, “My 
experience,” he“added, “Is that more 
necldenta are caused, by owner 
drivers than by persona engaged as 
drivers, and we ought not lo be 
concerned to protect one class more 
than the other.” 

Tho proposal to delete the clause 
wns defeated by 18 to 11. 


BRITISH MOTORS. 


Export Increase and 
. Import Decrease. 


In spite of the decrense of just 
over 1 thousand in the numbers of 
new motor vehicles registered dur- 
ing last December. 08 revealed in the 
Mini&try of Transport’s Jatust re- 
turns; the production of British cars 
and commercial vehicles has increas- 
ed to well over’ a quarter of a 
million, according to the 1929 
estinfates of the Society of Motor 
Manutacturera and Traders. 

‘One reason for this Is tho big 
advance in British motor exports, 
for during 1929 Britain's exports 
wont up by more than £1,100,000, 
while Imports decreased by £896,428, 
Although there was slightly small. 
er number of now -registratlona at 
the end of the year thorefore, the 
deerense represents o folling-off in 
the sales of foreign cars and there 
has actually been an Increnso in 
British ene aales, : 

Another reason for the fewor 
‘number of enra bought In December 
je that the soverity of Inat winter 
caused many | prospective motor 
owners, anticipating similar condi- 
tlons this yenr, to postpone buying 
their enra until the spring. . 

Tho totnl number of motor 
vehicles In tho country Ja about a 
million-and-a-half compared = with 
1,807,000 in 1928, so that while 
there mny bo fluctuations In the In- 
crensa from time to timo the num- 
hers nro steadily growing. 

It [s entimnted that the motor 
industry ‘ employs directly about 
270,009 people. Tho . oxport trade 
is improving steadily, tha Ngures for 
1920 rhowing an Incronso of 30 por 
cont. over those for 1928.

Few people roalise that one-third 
of the hent energy contained in a 
gallon of gasoline. consumed in an 
automobile is thrown away through 
the radiator. For every dollar’sa 
worth of fuel consumed, thirty-three 
cents worth goes out through the 
radiator, while perhaps a mere cight 
cents’ worth Is used at the rear 
wheels, 

Put this In iioothae way. 
thmes ns much energy pisses: out 
through the radiator in the form 
of heat, as is used at the rear wheels 
in dtiving the car. This is a rather 
sad thing to contemplate in) some 
ways, but it is ona of the conditions 


imposed upon engines which operate 
on the Otto eyele and this happens 
to be the cyele, commonly known as 
the four-cyele, that automobile en- 
xines of to-day utilise. é 

The owner is not able to change 
this condition in any way, but he 
can see that it is maintained. The 
radiator must be clean, the shutters 
must open at the proper. tempera 
ture, the witer pump must function 
properly and there must be no leaks 
in the cooling system, nor slipping 
of the fan belt. All of these things 
the owner can watch so that he 
knows the cooling system ef the car 
is operating as it should., 

The manufacturer has to do a 
great deal more than this, Beeause 
of the great ineréase in power of 
the automobile motor, he has had 
to greatly increase the cooling 
capacity. If a car has a 100-horse- 
power engine, the hent equivalent of 
thirty-three horge-power must be 
thrown off through, the tooling sys- 
tem when full power Is developed, in 
order that the engine will operate 
atthe proper temperature ta main- 
tain the of) film, . 

: Systems Redesigned. 

The result of the need for in- 
creased cooling capacity has caused 
a ‘thorough overhauling of cooling 
systems. ‘On many cars the water 
pump capacity has been inercased 
to a murked extent. The fan has 
been ‘redesigned for greater — efi- 
eleney. and “vadiators have more 
capadily, both in frontal area and 
In dept h of core, 

Beeauae of the great efficioney of 
the raciatinyy system they are ac- 
tually too efficient in cool weather. 
and for that reason it has ‘been 
necessary to incorporate devices In 
the ayatem that will retard the cool- 
ing effect until the engine really 
needs the full effect of the cooling 
system. These devices are in the 
nature of thermostats, which do not 
fermit the water to circulate 
through the radiator until a certain 
temperature has been reached, and 
shutters which prevent the alr from 
xoing through the radiator until the 
engine has become warm. 

Theae devices are not new. They 
have been with us for years, but 
they are more highly developed and 
more extensively used now than ever 
before. Take the mntter of fan de- 
sign, for Instance. In farmer years 
any old thing that would cause a 
current of alr to circulate through 
the radiator was considered ood 
enough. To-day, the fan necds juat 
aa much care in its “design aa any 
part of the car. There must be no 
back drafts through the radiator. 
the fan must not require too much 
power to drive at high speeds and 
the volume of alr it pulls through 
the radiator must be sufficient to 
earry off the heat. 

Another Development. 

After all, it is the afr that really 
cools the motor, The water Is mere- 
ly a vehicle which carries the heat 
from the engine to tho radiator. 
After It has reached the radiator {t 
fa the nir thnt tokes it away. . 

Another develapment fn the fan 
{a the nelf-lubricaling hub bearing. 
The fan Yuna steadily at high apead. 
It fs usually carried on a bearing 
that is lubricated by a self-contained 
device that picks the ofl up from a 
amall reservoir in the hub and 
carrica it to the benring so that a 
continuous bath of off fa supplied. 
As the reservoir and bearing aro 
entirely encloned, the off in thls hub 
only reqtilres replacement. aftor 
many thousands of miles of use. It 
is anfo to say that many of there 
hubs run the Ife of the car without 
attontlon having beon given by the 
owner to tho oll supply. 

Ono attention tho owner ahonld 
give about twice a year fa ta ano 
that the radiator Is ftdsfied* out. 
Two heaped handfuls of common 
sofa to a pail 
makes a good flushing solution that 
In vory-effective In dlasolving the 
scale and acdiment. ‘

Discovery of. Carriers 
in Manila. 


Manila, June 30. 

In view of the discovery of the 

“first positive cholera carver in 
Manila, apd tha catimate made by 
the, * quarantine service that 
wboyt 3,600 Aiabltual cholera ¢ar- 

“rors ure In the citv, Dr. Jacobo 
Fajardo, this morning urged the 
city authuritics to vigorously con- 
trol the system of waste disposal 
here, particularly fn view of the 
rains, which, with the. presence of 
numerous carriers, will greatly pre- 
elpitate a cholera outbreak. 

In a memorandum to the mayor, 
he urged that the pail service rates 
be radieally slashed to enable the 
labourers ‘to have their awn systems 

“of waste disposul: and to provide 
for at least 2,000 more pails to cope 
with the present problem, cansider- 
ing that only one-third of the city 
Ja being served with the sewage 
system, Ha pointed ‘out that al- 
though the pail system in not: the 
best, under the present cireum 
stances, considering | the urgent 
need of controlling. the disposal of 
wastes In Manila, the means will 
greutly help the drive to prevent 
outbreaks of cholern here. He stat- 
ad that In cutting down the rates, 
they should be made only suf- 
ficient to meet the expenses of 
operation and ¢ 
should be seyarded as a public ser- 
vice and not as a source of revenue 
for the city, : 

The present cholera uituation in 
the south has shown a decided’ im- 
provement, In Bantayan, Cebu, 
where the epidemic is raging at 
its worst, 18 cases with 7 deaths 
were found vesterday. However, 
in Mad: idejos, on the game {sland 
n total of 21 cases with & deaths 
were found on June 27. Only one 
cage and one death were found in 
Negros, and three cages and ‘three 
deuths In Leyte. No new reparts 
have been received from Masbate, 

Dr. Leoncio Lopez-Rizal, and Dr. 
Jose Slan, leading epidemiologists 
of the health service, will head the 
big force of health service person- 
ne), compused of doctors, inspectors 
tnd nurses who are leaving carly 
to-morrow morning for Bantayan. 
A bacteriologist will also accom- 
pany the force. Drs. Lopez-Rizal 
and Sian will investigate the origin 
of, fir epidemic, which apparently 
broke out first fn Bantayan. Con- 
sidering the fact that this island 
fa: isolated and not in daily com- 
munication with bouts from the 
neighbouring Oriental countries the 
outbrenk may be proved to be of 
locai and not imported ortgin. The 
force is sailing on the ss. Cebu. 

The present rainy spell is a bles- 
sing in disguise as fur 8 cholera 
is concerned, according to Colonel 
Delaney, health adviser to Governor 
Genera! Davis, Colonel Delaney de- 
elared this moriing that the raing 
will help the campaign being wag- 
ed by health authorities against 
cholern as there is less travelling 
being done and the chanees of 
apreading the disease aro lessaned, 

Colonol Delaney, however, points 
out one danger hich may result 
from the rain and that is tha 
drinking of contaminated water. 
If the people are. careful with 
their drinking water the cholera 
scare will soon be ugder completo 
control, he stated. . 

The Malocanang health adviser 
declares that the rain will serve 
to localise the cholera “cpldcmics” 
in certain specifled areas whero 
health authorities may undertake 
the work of curIng the victims of 
the disease, 

Colonel Dolaney conferred * thia 
mosning with Director of Moalth 
Fajardo regarding the cholera 
altuntion.

Meeting. of Weaver 
Princess & Herdboy. 


Tokyo, July 4. 

To-night the stars of love wil 
meot in the heavens and the neople 
of Japan, and more especially thelr 
children, will celebrate the mecting 
of thd Weaver Princess and her 
Merdboy husband. 

Tanabata Matsuri, the annual 
star festival, is one of the most 
pleturesque of afl of Japnn’s cele- 
brations, Buddhists believe that on 
this night, the seventh evening of 
the yeventh month under the old 
lunur calendar, the stura of Veda 
and Altair, named Shekujo (Prin- 
cess Weaver) and Kengyu (Herd- 
boy) respectively, meet for the only 
time during the year. 

The fable, which came to Japan 
from China in the elghth century, 
i4 that the Princess and’ the Herd- 


‘boy were secretly married, but that 
‘the mother of the Princess forbade 


her daughter the right to live in 
the Herdboy's simple cottnye. How- 
ever, the lovers are. allowed one 
night in which they meet on the 
edge oof the Amanogawa (Milky 
Way): and exchange vows of eternal 
love. 

The festival, which came. 
sinking into — oblivion 
the date Moefji era, has 
frently revived during the 
rest few years beeause | of 
especini appeal to the ehild- 
ren; niways the most important peo- 
ple In the Japanese home. To-night, 
therefore children throughout the 
country will gather in the gardens 
of their homes, where bamboo 
wands decorated with daintily cut 
papers have been hung to catch 
the breeze «and where miniature 
ultars have been erected, ‘ 

On these altars the ¢ehildren will 
place offerings of melons, sweet rice 
dumplings and other food for the 
stars of love, This is.a very strict 
ritual to be observed in the placing 
of this food, as there is in the tying 
of the cut papers on the banrboo 
wanda, an event . which gives the 
children of Japan.as much pleasure 
nx does the hanging of ornaments 
on Christmas trees to the children 
of the West. 

The festival was essentially of a 
religious nature when first brought 
to Japan, but Jater it took no popu- 
lar interest and gradually became 
associated with the fine arts. 

As the Star Princess Is supposed 
to be an expert weaver housewives 
began to celebrate the festival. in 
the hope of improving thelr weav- 
ing. Then the star lovers became 
patrons of poetry and painting, but 
with the modernisation of Japan 
Tanabata Matgurl eventually attain- 
ed the state where it Is almost en- 
lirely a children’s festival.—United 
Press. f ; 


MUNICIPAL RATES. 


Decrease ‘Effective in 
Shanghai.

‘ Shanghal, July 1. 
The International Settlement 
municipal rates to-day will revert 
to the status of 1927, or 14 per 
cent. marking a decrense of 2 per 
cent. The 2 per cent. Increase 
was long fought by Chinesd rate- 
payers and was only pald under 
protest, 

The decision to revert to the old 
status. followed the sale of the old 
Electricity Department, which waa 
tho proporty of the Council, to the 
Shanghat Power Company, the, 
holdings being sold for Tla, 81,000. 

For months after the announced 
increase of 2 per cent, which be- 
came effective in July of 1927, de- 
termined opposition on the part of 
the Chinese Ratepayers’ Associa- 
tion was mdét. The organization 
openly called upon Chinese rate- 
payers .to refuse to pay the in- 
cranse. Thera were a number of 
{nstances In which Chincso rate- 


| Payers actually refused to pay, 


but equally determined action by 
tho Council resulted in tho pay- 
ment of tha Increase, although 
such’ paymont- was made undor 
protest, 

Tho reversion to the old muni- 
cipal rates fa hnalled with general 
antisfaction by tha vernacular 
Proas, the attitude belng anaumed 
that tho Chinose ratepayers have 
scored n victory ovor the Counell 
ond forcad a reductton in rates, 

Aa has boon provioualy stated, It 
was intimated. by Mr, Stirling 
Fesronden, when he*waa Chairman

His medical examination reveal- 
ed that Mrs. Swift was suffering 
from a serious internal disorder 
necessitating an immediate opera- 
tion, Although Quebec was but a 
few hours distance away-delay to 
operate might have proved fatal.

orst said’ that there is no 
traffic:in women and children Jn 
this country to warrant an invea- 
tigation by the League of Nations, 
General Nathorat sald that he sees 
no necessity for the League of 
Nations.to send a committee of 
investigators, as reported, because 
there is none to investigate, 

“It would be ketter if the League 
of Nations confined its activities in 
curbing women traffic in Europe 
whtre such traffic really exists,” 
General Nathorst declared. 

General Nathorat spoke highly 
of the morality of the Fillpino 
people and denied that there is 
such a thing ns women traffic.’ He 
explained that the disappearance 
of girls reported by the . Manila 
police have turned out mostly® to 
be clopementa, 

He declared that according to 
findings of the constabulary, most 
of the disappearing girta had left 
their homes to clope with their 
sweethearts. And if some,of those 
#lris had really gone wrong and 
Joined some of the houses of il- 
repute, those girls were usually 
servants who voluntarily joined 
such places for economic reasons. 

General Nathorst said that such 
cases are rare and very negligible 
In thls country when compared 
with thoso in other countries, 
eapecially In the more advanced 
and civilized countrics of Europe. 

Reports roaching tha city ‘state 
that a travolling committee of 
three Investigntors of the Leaguo 
of Nations will soon come to

the proper prosecution of her case 
against her husband. ' 

Even the telephone connection has 
been tampered with in an effort. to 
prevent communication with her 
lawyer, it Is also alleged, 

Deputy Sheriff Joaquin Garcia 
tried to connect with Mr. Perkins 
shortly after 12 o'clock this noon 
but failed in. his attempt. However, 
tho sheriffTeft o word in the office 
of Mr. Perkins in conriection with 
the summona. Mr. Perkins igs ox- 
pected In his office about two o'clock 
thia afternoon. He will be there 
not Inter than three o'clock, it was 
stuted. So there ia no danger that 
he would not be served the summons 
on time. : A 

It is understood that Mr, Perkins 
will appear with Attorney De Witt, 
one of his partners, acting as hia 
counsel. Mr. Perkins will have to 
appear .personally this afternoon {n 
view of the nature of the order of 
the Judge. He did not show up in 
court when Mrs, Perkins filed an 
injunction order.

SEWING-MACHINE. 


_— 


The Tragedy of Its 
Inventor. 


Tho first of the sowing-machines 
—made exactly one hundred years 
ago—is now being oxhibited in 
‘Paris. Its history ts intorosting 
Tho story of its inventor is pathe 
tic, If not tragic. . 


His name Was Barthelemy 
Thimonnler. His father, a dyar by 
trade, apprenticed him to a tailor, 
{n the nelghbourhood of Lyon. Ha. 
obgorved the women thore at tholr 
crochet work; and {t occurred to 
him that perhaps a maching could 
be made to ‘do what thoy were 
doing, and to do it aix times os fast. 
He neglected his tailoring—he had 
been set up in a small tailor’s shop 
at Saint Etleunc—in order to fol- 
low up his idea, in spite of tho 
sneers of his family, who teld him 
that he was mad to “try to sew 
breeches otherwise than in the way 
in which they had been sewn since | 
the Invention of needles, thread, 
and thimbles.” 

By 1928 he had succeeded in 
making a practicable machine. “A 
friend at the Snint-Eticnne School 
of Mines made the necessary draw- 
ings and provided the necessary 
moncy to enable him to take out a 
patent. He took out hia: patent, 
went to Parls, and there formed a 
company. 


Unhappy Days. 


His establishment was in the 
Rue de Sevres. He was prepare 
to make military uniforms, and 
and eighty sewing machines rendy. 
to be.used for that purpose. For- 
tune seemed to be smiling on him. 
And then—catastrophe. 

He had launched his enterprise 
at an inconvenient time. There 
had just been a revolution, and 
there was o great deal of unein-. 


ployment.. The workmen feared 
that this rationalisation would add 
to the number of the unemployed. 
They rioted. Two hundred of 
them stqrmed the workship, smash- 
ed up all the eighty sawing- 
machines in it, and so terrified 
Thimonnicr by tHelr threats that 
he ran away. Tho fact that 
seventy-five of them were arrested 
and sent to prison did not holp © 
him; and the‘result of the riot was 
to pastpone the use of: sewing- 
machines for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and to give the first material 
benefit of the invention to England 
and America. 


Back: Home Again! 


With one sewing-machine—tho 
original modal—on his back, but 
without a penny in his pocket, 
Thimonnier went: back to his trade, 
his. home, and his wife. He paid 
his expenses, as he Went, by ex. 
hibiting hia model in the inns, and 
then sending round the hat. Sub- 
sequently in the intervals of‘tatlor- 
ing, he made a few more machines 
and sold them at £2 each to such 
of his nefghbours as he could per- 
sunde to buy them. 

Fifteen years or so later he took 
one of his machines to London, 
where it attracted somo attention, 
and {induced the Morning Post 
to predict that it would suporsede 
hand-sewing, but he did not live 
to seo the prediction fulfilled, and 
dled, Insolvent, in 1857, leaving his 
family deatitute. 

In 1872 on appeal was made to 
the French Government on behalf 
of hia widow; and the Minister of 
the Interfor, after careful in- 
vestigation of the case, bestowed 
upon her the munificent gratuity 
of £12.
